It was not my intention in the beginning of this record, to write a 
genealogy of the “Butts Family”, but to collect the names, the place and 
dates of bérths, marriages and deaths, or whatever might be of interest 
in making a family record. Wo records had been preserved in ny branch of 
the family, and nothing was known of ay ancestry back of my grand parents. 
fhe separation of families and the difficulties of keeping up relationship 
by travel or correspondence in early times had left no trace but tradition- 
al history, which have proved to be tales of incidental life principally 
invented to suit the visions of the narrator. 

At the beginning of my undertaking was an obstacle which more than 
half of the American families will encounter in tracing out their ancestry. 
All records with any reference to dates had been lost, and only such facts 
were obtainable as could be remembered by tha oldest of the:family. The 
work of collecting records has required constant thought and research,and 
although but little truth could be found in numerdus traditional stories, 
they have in many cases been valuable as a trail of evidence to conclusive 
facts written in town and other public records. 

My grandfather, Noah Butts, like most boys of his time, left his home 
at an early age. He died when ny father, John Wood Butts, was quite young, 
who had but a slight recollection of hia, and the only record in the family 


related to but his own children and nothing was known of his parents or 
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relations or the place of their birth; before ay grandfather nothing was 
known of this branch of the Butts family. 

In ay struggles to connect ourselves with the first family who came to 
this country, I had, by a series of questions to an old aunt who was then 
in her 85th year and the oldest in the family, to find who her grandparents 
were. I had nearly given up the task when, in a wandering conversation, 
she happened by a flash of recollection,to say that her grandmother’s name 
was Susanna Gornell and, in answer to further questions, added, “My name 
is Susanna Cornell, I was named for her.” She came to our house in Boston 
when I was a child and returned to her home in Portsmouth, Rhode Island. 
ly joy cannot be over-estimated when this fell.from her lips. She had 
always been known to us as aunt Susan; we had not known that her name 
was Susanna, and although I had many times asked her what the C. in her 
middle name was for, or, what her middle name was, she had never told me. 
In the record of marriages in the town of Portsmouth I had found inserted, 
John Butts and Susanna Cornell, both of the town of Portsmouth, married 
dugust 17th, 1775. Thus the identity of my great-grandfather was discov+ 
ered. Had it not been for this fortunate recollection of this old lady, 
our connection with our ancestors might have been lost forever. 

The indifference on the part of those interested in regard to obtain- 
ing their family record is quite surprising. Men, who in the ordinary 
pursuits of life are methodical and careful, appear to possess no interest 
whatever, at least as far as any exertion is required of them in their 


preservation, and it is hard to obtain, with any degree of correctness, 





answers to letters of inquiry. It has been a matter of great labor and 
patience to obtain the names of those who first settled in this country, 
and their families. I do not think there has been a record preserved 
in any branch of the family, at least there is not any known ta ne. It 
seems as if those who first came and settled in this country, as well as 
their descendants, have literally obeyed the advice and injunction of the 
Royal Prophet in the 45th Psala: 

“Forget also thine own people and thy father’s 

house, instead of thy fathers, shall be thy 

children,” 

Therefore, as I have said, it is a work of time and patience at this 
late day to trace the genealogical name of the family from the Pilgrius 
even thoagh their ancestors were nen of renown. I have, nevertheless, 
thought it proper to engross such notices of ay ancestors as I have been 
able to collect, and which may be more likely to be preserved here than 


on the loose papers on which the memorials were first taken. 





OREGEP OF PEE WOR K. 


One bright autumn day, October 23, 1880, I visited Portsmouth, R. I., 
and spent several hours in the vicinity of “Fort Butts” an@é the home of 
the Butts family. It is unnecessary for me to relate the history of 
this fortification, as it is well known with the history of Rhode Island. 
But there, on the spot where the principal part of the engagement in the 
“Battle of Rhode Island” was fought, August 8, 1778, was the birth-place 
of the Butts family of which I write. The name of the fort was siven 
in honor of John Butts and his family for their loyalty, and aid given 
to the Patriot Army during the struggle for independence. 

The object of my visit was to collect memorials from some of the aged 
people and to find the burial place of those who had died there. I saw 
one very old lady, who was the only person who had any recollection of 
them, and that was of her grandmother, who was Sarah Butts, daughter of 
John and Abagail Butts, who married Thomas Cook. Another old lady at 
a house to which I had been directed, pointed out an enclosure some dis- 
tance from where we were, and said she remembered being told that it mas 
the burying place of the Buttses and also, when she was a child, of 
seeing a burial there but she had never known of a person by that name. 

“This lot,”she said,“is now called by the oldest people living here, ‘The 
Old Butts Burying Ground’.” 








I hastened to the place thus described to me, thinking I would find 
on some of the headstones something important for ay records, but was 
never more disappointed. Nothing but a neglected and forgotten space, 

/ enclosed by a once substantial wall, was to be seen. I was obliged to 
force my way through a thick growth of wild vines and shrubs and to remove 
the thorned branches from the headstones with ay hands. The lot measured 
about forty feet each way and was closely filled with graves. Many of 
these bodies were laid at rest before monument makers were very auch 
employed in this country and none but natural stones could be procured to 
mark their resting place. his place, although no eulogies had been 
preserved or no inhabitant could relate any kind remembrances, seemed 
hallowed to me; I felt more inspired in the work of placing in the hands 
of ay children a record of their ancestry. The usefulness and happiness 
of placing memorials over the dead I had not realised before, I felt as 
though there must be someone who could answer my thoughts, but all was 
silent: those who knew them and the children who had loved them had all 


passed away. 


*Since the above was written, the writer has observed that Quaker families 


very rarely placed any other marks on the grave of their dead. 





~EXPBLAWAPIONS- 


This record consists of the American genealogy of the Butts family 
of Rhode Island, or those who are of Rhode Island descent. 

In Bnglish genealogy I have taken no pains to collect and the line of 
descent, so far as I have been able to trace, is broken. The name Butts, 
however, dates back to the earliest history of England, and it seens 
remarkable that it has not been changed or confused with other names, such 
as Butt or Betts. The name appears quite often among the French as De’ 
Butts, but this branch of the family has no connection with the French 
since the 11th century. Blake, in his biographical history, gives the 
following tribute of respect to an English ancestor,of whom many pleasant 
memoirs have been written. 

“Sir William Butts, an English physician, a native of Norfolk, and 
educated at Cairns College, was one of the founders of the Royal College 
of Physicians to Henry Vill, by whom he was Knighted. He was auch 
esteemed for his learning, medical skill and judgment, and Bishop Park- 
hurst has several epigrams upon him. Shakespeare immortalized hia as 
one of the royalhousehold in his play of Henry VIII, (act V. sec. 2). 
fe is represented in the celebrated painting by Yobien, of the “Delivery 
of the Charter of the College of Surgeons” by Henry VIII, 4. D. 1545, 
and is buried in Fulham Church, where there is a monument to his memory. 


o---- In following the record of names, the figures placed before the 


name denotes other mention, and may be found backward or forward, accord- 
ing to their sequence, and in the index. The birth of every child is 
given in his parents’ family. If a son lived and had children, his 

name will be found in the next generation. This is known by their 


having numbers. Without numbers, no other mention is made. 


FHE AMERICAN GENEALOGY, 


According to an account given in an English record of passengers who 
left England to settle in this country previous to 1700, Thomas Butts, the 
head of the Rhode Island family, departed from his home in Norfolk, to 
join the colony at Plymouth, Massachusetts, May 18th, 1660. 

fhe first known of Thomas Butts in this country appears in the Ply- 
mouth County records, 1662. November 16, he bought 4 acres of Richard 
Hart. There are also recorded in his name the following transfers of 
land; 1666, October 1, he bought of Richard Bulger, 2 acres in Portsmouth, 
for a cow and ten shillings in wampum: 1688, November 20, he deeded Willian 
Barle 7 acres: 1668, November 20, he bought of Ralph Barle, of Dartmouth, 

a quarter of a purchase share of meadow, and an eighth share of upland, etc. 
1682, October 13, he was sent by the court of Plymouth, to give reason of 
his continuance at Punkateeset, (Dartaouth) without first obtaining so to 
do from the Plymouth Government: 1685, October 27, he was granted a divi- 
sion of land in Dartmouth, purchased from Woosamequin and Wamsutta; 1696, 
March 18, he sold to Edward Gray, of Tiverton, land in Little Compton for 
70 pounds: 1702, December 28, Probate Records, Little Compton, Will of 
Thomas Butts entered. 1703, February 2, proved : wife, Fliszabeth,

Moses Butts continued his life in Little Compton, in the home of his 
parents, where there is at this time a slight trace of his descendents. 
At one time the family was quite numprous in Dartmouth and New Bedford, 
but they have become almost extinct by casualties at sea, most of the male 
descendants having become mariners and lost their lives in whale fishery 
without having a family. No attempt has been made to follow out this 
branch of the family, principally on account of thepe not being a repre- 
sentative for information and the time it would necessarily take to collect 
the facts from public records. Moses died June 8, 1734. Nothing has 


been learned of who his wife was. His children were

whee “John Butts became of age, he left his home in bittle Compton 
and went to Portsmouth, where he densi dabebia Wordell, daughter of 
Richard and Susanna (Pearce) Wordell. She was born in Piverton, May 7, 
1693. It was here that the home of the Butts family, of whom I write, was 
founded. He married December 11, 1712. I have no record of his having 
any property until January 15, 1725, when he bought of Caleb Bennett the 
Windmill and about one rood of land, on Windmill hill. He must have had 
property before this date as he was admitted Freeman some years previous. 
A considerable extent of land, surrounding what is known as Butts Will, 
was purchased by him, and there he erected a house where several genera- 
tions of the family were born. A small portion of the land has descended 
in the Cook family, by way of his widine tine, who ostviet tesuee Gook. 
The house, a typical colonial home, was taken down in 1878, having stood 
about one hundred and fifty years, giving a home and shelter to many of 
the family and a history that no tongue or record has preserved.

in Seekonk, then in Massachusetts, where there were extensive ship yards at 
the mouth of the Ten Mile River. He moved to Boston in 1792, where he 
opened the first restaurant kept in that city. His name appears in the

in Cambridgeport, Mass. fhe War of 1812-15 blockaded the seacoast of 
Massachusetts, commerce was soon suspended and he was unemployed. Filled 
with valor and love for his country, he bade farewell to his wife and 
little ones and entered the United States Army. His regiment was sta- 
tioned with the troops near the Canadian boundaries, and he participated 
in the campaigns of the boundaries. When the War had ended and he had 
returned to his home, he soon yieldéd to diseases contracted by exposure 
in northern winters, and he died at his home in Cambridgeport, April 24, 
1817.

Joseph W. Butts began a mariner’s life at an early age, but was unfortunate 


in his voyages. In his first cruse, when on the Spanish coast, his vessel 
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was siezed and the crew was imprisoned in Spain for nore than two years. 
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~~ When he reached his home he found his own country plunged in war with 


Great Britain and he entered the Privateer Navy, and after quite an ex- 
perience he entered the regular naval service of the United States. It 
is not known how long he remained there or what battles he may have been 
engaged in. I have his personal account of the capture of his vessel, 


and of his confinement in Dartmore Prison, until the adjustment of peace.

During a day of military duty, 
known in those days as “General Muster”, the ropemakers surrounded a 
house of notorious fame and,with a cable taken from the factory, drew the 
establishment to an embankment and dumped it into the Charles River. He 
was a leader in the performance and a warrant was soon made out for his 
arrest, but before it could be served he was notified by friends, and 
before daylight next day he was on his way to New York. Phere was no 
public convenance in those days except by stage, and even those did not 
take passengers every day. In fear of arrest, he started on foot and was 
well on his way before he had been missed.

He participated in the siege of Yorktown where he received his 
first baptism of fire. He was present at Williamsburg and Fair Oaks, 
where his battery was in position. In front of Richmond, Charles City 
Cross Roads, Malvern #ill and Harrison’s Landing he served his gun with 
valor. 

While in the Peninsula Campaign he, with many of his brave comrades, 
became victims of the malaria fever and on the 6th of August, 1862, he was 
sent to the field hospital and, later, to the general hospital at Phila- 
delphia, Pa. During his stay at the latter, permission was granted to 
recruit the navy from the army, many sailors having entered the ranks and 
their services were required at sea. This opportunity he accepted and was 
transferred as a seaman October 5, 1862. fe was promoted through several 
grades and participated in several naval engagements, and was one of the 
survivors of the famous Sricsson iron-clad battery “Monitor”, foundered 
at sea near midnight December 30, 1862. He was mustered out of service 
June 17, 1865, having been in the United States service about 45 months.

Thonas Butts the head of the American family, departed from his home 
in Norfolk, England, to join the colony at Plymouth, Mass. , May 18,1880. The 
first known of him in this country is from the Plymouth County records.

John Daggett (sometines spelled with one “t”, also at tines with 2 
one “g”) was born in England, where te is a long ancestry. He cane to 
this country with Governor Winthrop, » died at Plymouth, Mass., May 
(between i?th and 26th), 1678; married, 1st (date, place and to whom not 
found); married 2d, Plymouth, August 29, 1667, Bathsheba Pratt, widow. 


First Generation. 

John Daggett, son of John, the first who cane to this cofmtry by this 
nane, was born in England, about 1626. He left his father’s household 
and went to Rehoboth, Mass., where he married and continued his life, 
being among the first to lay out the town. He married Ann Sutton, October 
23, 1661. 

Second Generation. 

Dr. Joseph, son of John and Ann (Sutton) Daggett, wesided in Rehoboth, 
Mass., where he appears to have practiced medicine, and also to have been 
wheelwright and miller. OQO¢tober 26, 1686, he buys with his brother 
Nathaniel and Thomas Daggett, Esq., of Edgartown, 50 acres of land, on 
both sides of Ten Mile River at the falls, in North Purchase. The first 
nill built in the town was owned and occupied by Joseph Daggett. March 
80, 1703, the town voted that Joseph Daggett, of Rehoboth, have the priv- 
ilege that the stream at the Ten Mile River falls shall go free of all 
sorts of taxes until a corn mill has the constant custom of threescore 


families. He is the first who called his name Daggett and was bora the 
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niddle of Hovenber, 1657, died Janwary 15, 1757; married Mary Palmer, of 
Rehoboth, February 25, 1665, who died April 14, 175%. 


Third Generation. 

Israel, son of Dr. Joseph and Mary (Palmer) Daggett, was born in Re- 
hoboth, Mass., March 20, 1705--4, died there 1777, married 1st, April 15, 
1724, Hannah Dorman of Boxford, Mags., married 24, bydia (supposed Dornan) 
There is not much of special inserest on record concerning Israel. He 
followed farming, having inherited ftom his father a large number of. acres, 
in which was included a tract purchased by the city of Pawtucket, in 1896, 
for Park purposes. He bydlt the house now standing there, in which his 


ten children were born, and many grand children. 


Fourth Generation. 

Israel, son of Israel and Lydia (Boxford) Daggett, born in Rehoboth, 
April 28, 1787; died about 1776; was married by Thomas Bowen, to Frances 
(Bannister) Bowen, widow, Rehoboth, July 15, 1768. Wot very auch is known 
of hin fron any records yet found, and only such facts as have been related 
fron these old efiough to have remembered him, have been preserved. Je was 
known to have been a physician of high standing in Newport, R. I., where he 
resided, and is the father of Lydia (Daggett) Butts, the object of this 
sketch. He received his medical learning in England, but this record is 
shortened by an early death. There was born of Dr. Israel and Frances

No further record is found of Joseph, but it seems possible for sone 
history of him to be found, as the writer remembers of often hearing his 
father speak of hin. Martha married David Blake, of Rehoboth, September 
--, 1785 and moved to Galipolis, Ohiog where there is now a large family 
of their decendants. Lydia Daggett married Noah Butts who was bern in 
Portsmouth, R. I., December 9, 1770, married September 8, 1789. He died 
in Cambridgeport, Mass., April 24, 1817. She died in Providence, R. I., 
February 16, 1828. 

Sixth Generation. 

John Wood Butts, born in Boston, Mass., February 10, 1806, married 
Mehitable Wentworth, of Salem, Mass., July 28, 1829. He moved to Provi- 
dence, R. I., where he became engaged in business and where they continued 
to live until their death. He died at his residence in East Providence,

Jane 24, 1777, Willian Daggett was appointed guardian of Josep: and 
Lydia Daggett, and Daniel Daggett was. appointed guardian of Martha Daggett, 
all children of Israel and Frances (Bannister) Daggett. 

Johan Wood, for whon John Wood Butts was named, was born in Bewport, 
R. I., August 1%, 1788. He married Lydia, daughter of Israel and Hannah 
(Dorman) Daggett of Rehoboth. She was aunt to Lydia, aother of John Wood 
Butts and was known as Aunt Wood by all of her relations. It is believed 
fron what is now known that aunt Wood was foster nother to Lydia (Daggett) 
Butts, and a long and romantic story is connected therewith, a leaf fron 
tradition is of great interest and is worth preservation. It-is handed 
down in the following language, and not only does the preceding record 
give evidence of its truthfulmess, but there are still relics of Frances 
(Bannister) Daggett in the memory of many living persons, and anong 
fanily treasures. 

Frances Bannister .was .a-“bady” of English-birth-and-title. -Her 
-Barriage.to.-----: Bowen. did not. please: her: family and she cane to this 
country in hopes to find happiness. . She. lived in Newport, R. I., where 
her husband soon died, and she was married 2d, to Dr. Israel Daggett of 
Rehoboth, Mass. They lived in Newport, where three children were born, 
Joseph, Martha and Lydia. The record and tradition here agree, he 
died between 1769 and 1777. Willian and Daniel Daggett were appointed 
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guardians of theese children June 24, 1777. 

The Br. and Urs. Daggett (Prances Bannister) lived in Benport, in 
full enjoynent of the wealth and society of the city, when his death 
separated then. She continued her residence in Beuport, seeking eona- 
dolence in.love of her children. The Daggetts, in envious or religious 
pind, did not approve of this bringing oa children; they thought they 
should be trained to usefulness, or rather their ideas of usefulneas, and — 


to carry out their belief they caused the two daughters, Martha, aged 12, 





and bydia, aged 8, to be stolen from their nother.  Wartha was teken to 
Rehoboth and Lydia to Swansea, Mass., where shee were kept in elose seelu- 
sion. MWothing is known of what became of their brother, Joseph, nor did 
they ever see their mother again, as she soon died of grief ob-the logs 

of her dear ones and the cruelties of her Puritan relations. 

After a separation of considerable time, as it is related to us by the 
children of Lydia (Daggett) Butts, one of the actors in this aeteet drana, 
a visitor came to the house of John Wood, where Lydia was kept, of whom 
she learned his name was Daggett, and in an unguerded conversation ahe 
became convinced that he came from where her sister Martha was held, or, 
that he knew something of her. When he left the house, which was near 
sunset, Lydia was soon mounted on a horse and in close pursuit. She 
succeeded in keeping him in view, although he often seemed to be aware of 
her pursuit and tried to escape, bat the aystery had grown in her imagi- 
nation, and she rode fearless in the determination not to be outridden. 

It was near morning when a halt was made at a farm house, and seeing her 
consort enter the dwelling, ahe quietly secreted herself until daybreak, 


when her thoughts were realized by seeing her sister proceed to the barn 
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with aitlk om in hand, to enter upon the @uties of her new life.. This 
was at the house of Daniel Daggett, in Swansea, Wass. 

I am unable in this short. record of our ancesters to relate seen 
interesting. tales of early Wen England life, and beneath the ronance'of 
"Lady. Frances Bannister” lies a broken heart and the grief of an affect-- 
ionete nother.
